One New York daily asserted that the news-gatherer should enjoy 
the same immunity from .cross-examination as the priest fresh from the 
confessional. It is a curious and instructive fact that the newspaper 
quickest to insist upon the dignity of journalism is a paper that has none 
of that desirable quality in its make-up. It is the paper living mostly upon 
sensationalism that is the readiest to strike a highly moral pose and to 
prate mawkishly of the holy nature of its calling. Chase down its domestic 
or political scandals, secured by the ingenuity of the key-hole reporter, and 
eight times out of ten you will find nothing substantial to warrant their 
publication. Talk of redress for the injured parties and you are met with 
the hysterical assurance that the Press is accountable to no earthly power; 
that it has a sort of divine commission to blacken the reputations of such 
men as happen not to win its favor; and that it is positive sacrilege to call 
any sort of a newspaper’s bluff.

If honest journalism can be more needful at one time than another 
to the welfare of the*country, it is at this precise juncture in the course of 
our tariff legislation. All sorts of ugly charges have been made against 
the administration, tending to connect it dishonorably with the Sugar 
Trust, in an effort to secure favorable duties and bounties to that corpora- 
tion. If these charges are true, the people are going to know it. It has 
been clearly proved that one Buttz tried unlawfully to enlist the sympathies 
of Senators Hunton and Kyle in the cause of Sugar, the evidence showing 
that he appraised the sympathy of each at from fifteen to twenty-five thou- 
sand dollars, and that his offer was spurned with more or less indignation. 
Then, two Washington correspondents sent out some more gossip intima- 
ting pleasantly that the Finance Committee of the Senate and the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury were engaged in an effort to boom sugar to their 
own good profit, and in return for a substantial campaign contribution 
from the Sugar Trust. These charges were promptly taken up by 
the Senate, and a committee appointed to investigate the scandal. 
As the only specific information upon which the Committee could 
work had come from the journalists mentioned, they were at once 
put upon the stand. Then the investigators struck a snag. The 
journalists had no information to.give beyond their bare charges; 
and they refused to disclose the names of the men whose assertions 
had made those charges possible. To all attempts of the Com- 
mittee to get at any facts that might be in their possession, the 
journalists responded, -in effect, that they were not amenable to 
human law; that there was a divine right in journalism that allowed 
them to publish what might be gross libel without suffering its 
penalties. it really was audacious of the Committee, when you 
think of it. Just imagine a reporter being required to name the 
familiar characters that are always giving him bits of startling in- 
formation,— such characters as ‘‘a well-known public man who 
requests that his name be not divulged,” or the «‘ prominent Demo- 
crat, close to the President, whose name must remain a secret at 
this time.” Journalism would be robbed of one of its most pic- 
turesque traditions. But the Senate Committee was most rude 
and coarse in its behavior. It sought to have the journalists 
punished for their refusal to reveal the sources of their informa- 
tion. As far as these two journalists are concerned, their full state- 
ments would probably have helped the Committee: but little. It 
was too palpably a case of newspaper bluff. But the Committee 
was quite right to use every means in its power to illuminate any 
relations the Senate may have had with any corporation. It is not 
at all likely that the Committee will entirely free the Senate from 
the suspicion under which it rests, but it should spare no pains to 
that end. The action of the Senate in regard to sugar and other 
tariffs has made it only too plain that outside influence of some sort 
has daily been brought to bear upon it; and it is our opinion that a 
considerable number of the people will always believe that much of 
this influence could be put in terms of dollars and cents.

The Senate Committee, however, will do good work if it does no more 
than demonstrate to the journalist that he labors under the same vulgar 
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responsibilities as the ordinary private citizen. It is hardly the journalist’s 
fault that he has forgotten this. In their love for undefiled liberty the 
American people have allowed him to forget it. They have even en- 
couraged him to believe that he is exempt from the physical discomfort 
that ordinarily follows criminal libel. The result is that the newspaper 
of to-day charges a public official with corruption as glibly as it tells 
of a burglary or a studio-tea. It has come to understand that its charges 
seldom receive any serious attention, because they are usually vague and 
meaningless. But when specific charges do happen to be made, some 
fearless soul is likely to demand an investigation, and then the journalist 
should be compelled to make his bluff good. We have no desire to under- 
value the power of the Press to expose and overthrow corrupt officials; but 
the reporter is a disgrace to his profession who makes plain charges of dis- 
honesty and then pleads the baby act when he is called upon to help sift 
them. His charges are made altogether too lightly and easily, and it is 
high time he was made to realize that his person and his profession are 
no more sacred than those of a banker or a car-driver.
